One of the most unusual cases 
which has been tried in the Lincoln 
circuit court in years was in progress 
Friday at the time the L J. closed its 
report for today's paper. It is the 
U5,000 damage suit of Jones L. An- 
eachersville farmer and 
igainst his first cousin, 
Mrs. Fisher Herring, for alleged 
slander. Mr. Anderson charges that 
Mrs. Herring called him a "G--d-- 
thief" and used other epithets to him 
when he happened to meet her at 
the stores at Preachersville on Aug- 
ust 28th last. A great deal of inter- 
est is l>eing aroused in the case, and 
everyone from that section of this 
and Garrard counties who can be 



Mrs. Herring took the stand. She 
said her father and Mr. Anderson's 
father were brothers; and that she 
had known him from infancy. She 
owns a farm about 220 acres in the 
Preachersville section; her father 
left it to her. Jones Anderson lived 
on the farm for 10 years, renting it 
from her. In 1908 he gave the place 
up. She said she was looking over the 
place soon afterwards and noticed 
that a large amount of dressed rock, 
which had been part of a foundation 
and a chimney was missing. She had 
given no one permission to take it. 
Anderson was then living at Preach- 
ersville. She was informed that he 
had taken the rock. Considerable ob- 
jection was made by attorneys for I 
the plaintiff over the rock matter; .
